Wilhelm must step down or else his 
powers must be curtailed so that he 
1s the merest figurehead before der- 
many can have peace. 
That is the basic meaning behind 
President Wilson’s •'decision’’ 
with 
respect to a peace with the German 
people. 
He can remove himself as the czar 
of Russia did long before 
him 
and 
j other monarchs have done since. 
Or 
he can be removed by 
the 
German 
people themselves—tired of his ‘God- 
given’’ exercise of power to kill U)eir 
will. 
Or the 
German 
people 
can 
quietly have an internal political re­ 
form which will wholly 
em asculate 
his powers to declare war and peace. 
That summarizes the way out for 
Germany as seen here today. 
Previous to such momentous steps, 
however, it is extremely 
vital 
that 
sufficient guarantees be 
given 
that 
treachery will not cheat the Allies of 
supremacy should an arm istice come. 
” These guarantees may include occu­ 
pation of such strongholds as 
Metz, 
the relinquishment of Teuton subma­ 
rines and lifting 
of 
German 
mine 
fields. 
Germany m ust also elim inate 
the 
burst of extreme ruthlessness that has 
marked her military program 
more 
than usually in the past few weeks. 
There will be no spirit of revenge 
if President W ilson’s 
program 
suc­ 
ceeds. 
He holds that only the spirit 
of justice must prevail at the peace 
table. 
As most authorities here saw the 
situation today, the German leaders 
have so instilled the idea of peace in 
the German people that it will not be 
long before the demand 
for 
peace 
crystallizes to the point where these 
people will take m atters in their own 
hands. 
That President Wilson expects fur­ 
ther discussion is apparent from his 
Liberty 
Loan 
appeal 
last 
night, 
wherein he urged Americans to sub­ 
scribe fully, at the same time saying: 
“I earnestly request every patriotic 
American to' leave to the Government 
of the United States and 
the 
Allies 
the momentous discussions initiated 
by Germany.”

LONDON, Oct. 
15.—Attacked 
by 
land and sea, the Germans in Flanders 
have been thrown back more than six 
miles on a front of about 35 miles. 
Belgian, British and Frencn partici­ 
pated in the assault, which began yes­ 
terday morning between Dixmude and 
Wervle. 
More than 1000 prisoners al­ 
ready have been taken. 
Roulers was captured early In the 
fighting and the Belgians pushed four 
miles to the eastward, occupying Is* 
ghem. 
At the same tim e the British 
reached the 
northern 
outskirts 
of 
Menin, less than four miles from Tur­ 
e e n g. 
A British battleship entered Ostend 
harbor about five miles east of the 
point where the battle line touches 
the North Sea and bombarded the de­ 
fenses of that enemy submarine base. 
It is rumored the warship was feeling 
out the enemy positions preparatory 
to a m ajor naval action against both 
Ostend and Zeebrugge. 
The Belgian communique last night 
stated the Belgians and French at­

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IN FLANDERS FIELDS 


Out of the great world conflict perhaps no poem 
has struck deeper into the hearts and consciousness 
of the American people than has “ In Flanders Felds, 
written during the second battle of Ypres, April. 1915. 
by Dr. John I). McCrae of Montreal, Canada. 
Dr. 
McCrae himself sleeps now in Flanders fields, for 
he was killed while on duty in Flanders on January 
28. 1918, ami the words he penned, the inspiration 
that came to him in the smoke and noise of battle, 
mean more now that he. too, is with the dead. 
To 
us iii America tile lines meet now the welling re­ 
sponse of our own patriotism, for our boys, too, are 
meeting the foe. 
They, too, have seized the torch, 
and they hold it high. 
\\ ith those who have died 
and are dying today for the Stars and Stripes, we 
shall not break faith, not in spirit nor in fact. 
Here are the words of “ In Flanders Fields” : 
In Flanders fields the poppies blow 
Between the crosses, row on {ow, 
That mark our places; and in the sky 
The larks, still bravely singing, fly. 
Scarce heard amidst the guns below. 
We are tin: dead. 
Short days ago 
W e lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow. 
Loved and were loved, and now we lie 
Iii Flanders fields. 


Take up our quarrel with the foe! 
To you from falling hands we throw 
The torch. 
Be yours to hold it high! 
If ye break faith with us who die 
W e shall not sleep, though poppies grow 
In Flanders fields. 
The response of America ha> been aptly written 
by many an American, and from them two most fre­ 
quently quoted come now to u>. 
One was written 
bv R. \V. Dillard after the death of Lieut. Col. 
McCrae and was printed in the New York Evening 
Post. 
It reads: 
Rest ye in peace, ye Flanders dead. 
The fight that ye so bravely led 
We've taken up. 
And we will keep 
True faith with you who lie asleep 
With each a cross to mark his bed, 
And floppies blowing overhead, 
Where one his own life blood ran red.

SOLDIER LOGGING CAMPS 


The old logging camp of story-book fame has 
given place to a new one in which cleanliness ami 
order prevail, and in which the loggers work under 
military discipline and inspection, says a dispatch 
from the northwest. 
The change has been brought about by the com­ 
ing of the .soldier woodsmen. 
W hen the govern 
ivZffT determined to employ signal corps men as 
loggers and millnlen. the first step it took was to 
survey nearly 900 camps and mills. 
The best fea­ 
tures o f logging camps suited to a particular section 
were noted. The defects were studied. 
Then construction work was begun oil the 
logging camps for the soldiers. 
It was borne in 
mind that such a camp was necessarily of a somewhat 
temporary nature. 
Nevertheless, thoroughly sanitary 
conditions were considered just as necessary for the 
100,000 soldier woodsmen as for the men in the 
more permanent cantonments. 
As a result, the larger camps are heated with 
steam or hot water systems, are lighted by electricity, 
have shower baths, drying rooms for wet clothing 
and recreation rooms for the loggers. 
It is reported 
that civilian camps have improved along the same 
lines because of -the obvious desirability of the better 
conditions. 
The soldiers work under inspection and are

But it ha- taken better equipment, 
order and health into the camps, and the spruce and 
fir for airplane and ship construction are coming out 
of the forces in amounts that mark the change as 
worth the time and cost.

Standardization of Seeds 


It is not possible to overem phasize the importance 
of standardization of seed. 
Until the farm ers of Cali­ 
fornia realize that they cannot give the best unless they 
plant the best, and that they cannot plant the best unless 
they demand it, the quality and quantity of agricultural 
products is going to decline. 
A letter from William Wood, County H orticultural 
Commissioner of Ixia Angeles, says: 
“A certain canning or catsup factory has just started 
work here. 
They are receiving all kinds of tomatoes 
and are saving the seed without regard to kind or quality 
and are selling this seed to the growers or to anyone 
who will buy it. 
‘ Something should be done to protect these growers. 
If we have no law to protect them from unscrupulous 
seedsmen, we should have one.” 
' • 
What greater work can we do for the United States 
today than to fight for more and better food? 
How 
can we expect to meet the demands of the nation for 
food and money when we allow 
carelessness and 
deception to undermine our industry? 
legislation which 
will aid the farm er and prevent exploitation by unscrupu 
lous dealers;

The product is de­ 
clared equal to maple syrup, both as 
a table syrup and as general sweeten­ 
ing substitute for sugar. 
It can be made from any variety of 
grapes and grapes suitable for ship­

While the process Is so simple that 
persons may make their home stocks 
of syrup just as they can fruits and

I have aeon things, heard 
things and experienced things I could 
not write you of, but they have had 
their effect on me, and I choose to be­ 
lieve it is a good effect and am glad 
for having had them.

Before he went to France, Sergeant 
Albert P. Lurker thought the news of 
the Germans 
befog afraid 
of the 
Americans was published just 
to 
cheer up the people. “But I’ll tell you 
right now,” he writes to his brother, 
Cyrus H. Lurker of 628 Garfield street, 
“the boches are so darned scared of 
the Yanks that they 
surrender the 
minute they see them. 
That’s real 
straight dope. 
Germany 
is 
licked. 
There’s no fear on that score. She is 
badly licked right now—and AMERI­ 
CA licked them. 
> 
“We talked to a bunch of German 
prisoners yesterday (they have thou­ 
sands of them working in France) and 
they all admit that Germany is beat­ 
en. Germany is done; she is falling to 
pieces fast.” 
Sergeant Lurker is a member of the 
158th ambulance company of the 115th 
Sanitary train, and went over with 
the 
Fortieth 
division 
from 
Camp 
Kearny. Continuing, lie writes. 
“After this trip that we took, the 
life up at the front lines holds no ter­ 
rors for me. 
That trip over is tile 
hardest .part of tile whole war. 
For 
all the hardships of the trip over. I 
wouldn’t have missed it for a million 
dollars. It was wonderful. Every day 
is a day of wanders to me here in 
France among these strange 
people 
and customs. 
“France is a wonderful place, beau­ 
tiful in its own way, and the people 
are a wonderful lot. I love it here. Of 
course they are away behind times— 
they do things here like we used to 
do in America seventy-five years ago. 
I hey, and their ways and customs, are 
as ancient as their houses. 
‘We are billeted here in a quaint 
village in Normandy—and 
the 
barn 
that we sergeants are quartered in 
was built in 1640,.go you can imagine 
how our village appears. We, back in 
the states, in speaking of being quar­ 
tered in a barn, think its awful, but 
really you don’t know the joy of throw­ 
ing yourself down in a pile of fragrant 
hay and having a real sleep. No bed In 
the Hotel Rosslyn ever felt better to 
me—especially after sleeping on hard 
boards and on the bare ground with­ 
out any protection whatever, and it 
raining a regular flood all night. That 
was just one night’s experience. An­ 
other night, crossing the channel, 
I 
slept in the bed of a dirty coal wagon, 
down in the hold of the ship. 
“France has it all over England in 
certain respects, and in other respects 
England has it on France, but believe 
me, old U. S. A. can allow Europe up 
any old way you want to put it — 
people, customs, anything. This thing 
of coming to Europe to learn how to 
do things is all bunk. 
The way old 
Lncle Sam lias lit into things here 
has got these English and French sit­ 
ting around rubbing their eyes—look­ 
ing on as though a tornado lias lilt 
them; all they can do is? to sit around 
and throw up their hands and make 
way for a REAL bunch. Say—honest­ 
ly—why we in the states ever feared 
Germany I can’t understand. 
We can 
lick anything on this side of the world, 
with one hand tied. 
“The people 
of 
France 
certainly 
treat us fellows royally. 
Everything 
and anything is yours lf you are a 
Yank. 
Fiance appears to me like a 
country of peace and home-loving peo­ 
ple—the whole country, its villages 
and towns have the appearance of an 
open-hearted welcome to a person. 
"I haven’t seen a newspaper since I 
left New York so don’t know what is 
going on. 
Do you think you could 
manage to subscribe for some paper 
for me for about three months. Gee, 
that would be the greatest thing that 
ever happened if I could get a news­ 
paper. 
The news would be a month 
old when I got it but that wouldn’t 
make any difference. 
“We sure have one grand time with 
the money here. 
We just mastered 
the English system when 
we 
came 
here and had to learn the French. It’s 
awful, 
a fellow, almost has to ggBto 
the bank with a wheel barrow i i K 
he gets a $10 bill changed, especBni^ 
if he gets copper coin. The rate of ex­ 
change changes every day so ycu nev­ 
er know how' much vou aret PeoDie 
here are terribly poor. Meat, bread 
and everything Is rationed, even tobac­ 
co. Honestly. I could take a package 
of cigarettes herfe into town and could 
get almost anything I wanted for tv 
A woman last night offered me one 
franc (17^ cents) for ONE cigarette 
she wanted one so bad. I gave her a 
few for nothing—and now I am wel­ 
come to anything she has. 
“You folks in the states don’t know 
what war is. You never will know no 
matter how many years It lasts. The 
only people who know what war 
REALLY Is are these people here. It’s 
a terrible thing, but 
they 
smile 
through it all."

WITH TMK AMERICAN TROOPS 
AT THE FRONT, Sept. 17. (By Mail.) 
— A few nights ago we had 
another 
taste of war. 
We had been lulled in­ 
to a false sense of security by an un­ 
usually quiet week, very little artil­ 
lery, no barrages at all. and very lit­ 
tle air fighting. 
In fact, the pans in our kitchen had 
ifbt been rattled for 
days, 
and 
we 
were ready to forget we were at the 
front, except for soldiers and the n e ­ 
cessity for keeping out of observation 
of Herman lookout posts on the hills 
opposite us. 
All of a sudden at midnight the big 
guns of the boches let loose in a box 
barrage about a mile and a half from 
us at the nearest point. 
At the same 
time they shelled all the villages In 
a circle about us. 
We hurried Into our clothes 
and 
went down to the barbed wire entan­ 
glements in a neighboring field. There 
we were comparatively safe, as long 
as we lay close to the ground so that 
attack could not reach 
us 
if shells 
came nearer. 
We could also get 
a 
flue view of the fireworks. 
It was wonderful, and solemn, too, 
when one thought of it. The night 
was blue and black, and with each re­ 
taliating shot from our 
guns 
great 
orange flames darted and disappeared 
info the blackness. 
We remained per­ 
fectly silent while we watched. 
My heart always speeds up 
as 
I 
watch such a sight and relize what it 
is meaning to our boys out there ija 
the trenches. 
After an hour of the most brilliant 
artillery display I have ever seen, we 
went to bed and tried to sleep, but 
too many whining shells passed over­ 
head for that. 
I 
didn't 
tell 
Mrs. 
Sheppard, the inspector from Boston, 
who was with us, 
that 
the 
shells 
were incoming, because it 
was 
her 
firs; exiterience under shell-fire. and 
we didn't want to scare her to death. 
But my sisfer and I knew what they 
were, 
At the same time we were watch­ 
ing just where those shells were land­ 
ing. 
Just as dawn 
was 
breaking, 
which is early in France, the church 
hell and the klaxons sounded above 
the noise of bursting shells and we 
knew a gas attack was on. 
Gladys and I donned 
our 
masks 
and then discovered Mrs. Sheppard 
could not get hers on. 
Investigation 
showed she did not have it far enough 
under her chin, and her 
nose 
clip 
could not find home. 
Glady* turned 
on the flashlight while I tried to make 
the clip and Mrs. 
Sheppard's 
nose 
connect. 
Finally the junction was made, and 
we realized she was safe and ungass­ 
ed. 
Then our relief wanted to vent 
itself in laughter, and we giggled un­ 
til we were afraid we would blow off 
our respirators 
I had to dress with 
my gas mask on, and it was more like 
an obstacle race than anything I have 
yet attempted. 
Before long the all-clear signal was 
given, and we know the 
gas 
was 
gone, though the guns still sounded 
all around us. 
It wras now perfectly 
light, and we hurried to the kitchen 
to make a fire and get hot chocolate 
and food for any wounded who might 
come through. 
In a short time some bo\s did ar­ 
rive, 
slightly 
wounded, 
and 
well 
enough to stop a few moments for hot 
drinks and 
sandwiches. 
They 
were 
glad we had something to give them, 
for the poor boys showed the strain 
they had been under, and they were 
immensely appreciative of something 
hot to eat and drink.
